‘mecause He Cannot Defeat the Re- 
publican Nominee. . 


/ THE MEANING OF RECENT DECLARATIONS 


Sn Many Instances They Are but Idle 
Compliments—There Will Be 
Other Candidates, 


‘ Washington, May 12.—(Special.)—Sena- 
bor Colquitt left for home tonight. He will 
femain in Georgia about a week, and 
will be present at the state convention. 

I had a short talk with him just before 
be took the train. When asked what he 
thought of the recent letters of Henry 
Watterson on the situation, he spoke 
highly of their spirit, tone and temper. 
fie himself shared in Mr. Watterson’s 
gincere and disinterested convictions of 
the situation, and he appreciated the 
feasons which prompted him to make the 
Gtterances. 


‘Tike him,” said Senator Colquitt, “I 
@ould say much in general and expansive 
platitudes of Mr. Cleveland’s character, 
but like him, too, I am convinced that 
his renomination would mean the certain 
‘defeat of the democratic party, involving 

*not only disastrous consequences to the 
democratic party, but untold mischief 
t ous of tle south It is 

‘@ great mistake and 32a_— great 
wrong for any prejudiced person 
to ascribe unworthy motives to Mr. Wat- 
terson, or to others who agree with him. 
To my personal knowledge there are 
Cleveland men who are constrained to 
urge his nomination, who think with Mr. 
Watterson, that he is utterly unavailable. 
I deprecate Mr. Cleveland’s nomination, 
not because of any hostility to him, but 
because I was never more certain of any 
political fact in my life than that he 
could not defeat the republican nominee 
in the presidential race. 

“Mr. Watterson is candid, honest and 
sincere, and no one who reads his letters 
can doubt his patriotism and fidelity to 
the democratic party.” 

The Kecent State Declarations. 

“What about the action of the states, 
recently?” I asked. 

“Mr. Cleveland’s strength,” said he, “is 
overrated. Whatever might be the resolu- 
tions or declarations of men, Illinois 
would be for Palmer, or for Morrison, 
Indiana will be for Gray and they will 
present the name of one of these favorites 
just as certainly as Iowa will present 
the name 0 vernor Boies for whom it 
has dec Yin emphatic resolutions. 

“If Indiana and Illinois had spokeh in 
their conventions their sentiments 4s 
Iowa did, their instructions would have 
been just as decided. But there is no 
doubt, they will cast their votes for their 
own men in the convention, and it is a 
miscalculation when they are counted 
in the Cleveland column.” 

The senator said he had spoken his 
mind often on this question, but he had 
no interest in the result more than any 
other democrat in the country, and that 
no personal pride of opinion would 
prompt him to urge the nomination of 
any man that he did not think could win 
the fight. He further said that he did not 
think Georgia would send an instructed 
delegation, but would select wise, prudent 
and observing men, who would favor 
the best and most available candidate. 

Looking toward Cuba. 

In the senate Mr. Call offered a reso- 
lution which went over without action 
for the appointment of a joint’ committee 
of the two huuses to inquire into the 
condition of Cuba and the isiands known 
as the Greater Antiiles, or Windward, or 
Caribbean islands, and their commercial 
and political relations with the United 
States and to report such legislation as 
¥miy be expedient and necessary to im- 

* prove the commercial and political rela- 
tions of the people of the United 
States and of those islands. 

Mr. Call offered a resolution which was 
referred to the committee on foreign rela- 
tions requesting the president to open 
negotiations with the government ot 
Spain for the purpose of inducing that 
government to consent to the establish- 
ment, in the island of Cuba, of a free 
and independent republic, such consent 
to be given on the payment by Cuba to 
the government of Spain of such a sum 
of money as may be equivalent both to 
the value of public property belonging to 
Spain in the island, and to the relinquish- 
ment of her sovereign rights; also, for the 
negotiation of a treaty .to secure such 
material commercial advantages as may 
be agreed upon.

Blaine appears as a candidate when the 
convention meets, Mr. son's name will 
not go before the convention at all. But I 
do not believe Mr. Blaine will be a candi- 
date. I do not see how he can, and, if he 
is not, Mr. Harrison will be nominated on 
the first ballot. That opposition which is 
merely looking around for a candidate with 
whom to defeat some one man, merely to 
gratify resentment for personal disappoint- 
ment, cannot accomplish anything. They 
can do nothing with Sherman, McKinley or 
Alger as a candidate, and they are depend- 
ent entirely on Blaine. “I believe that the 
people in this country want Mr. Harrison 
renominated. The greay majority of men 
in congress never know what the people 
want m a matter of this sort. I know 
that in 1864 nearly all the prominent men 
in congress opposed the renomination of 
Lincoln and belieyed that he had no chance 
in the world of being renominated. When 
I insisted to some other folks that he would 
receive a unanimous renomination at Balti- 
more, they thought me crazy; but with all 
the opposition there was at Washington, 
the nomination was made by acclamation. 
Since Lincoln, I think, there has been no 
man in the white house whose renomination 
has been desired and expected by the people 
of the country at large so much as is that 
of Mr. Harrison.”’ 
The Nomination of Boies. 

The action of the Iowa convention yester- 
day brings Governor Boies squarely into 
the democratic presidentiai contest. The 
Cleveland people don’t like it, because they 
feel now that the Dlinois and Indiana dele- 
gations will present their favorite sons to 
the convention, and will vote for them on 
the first ballot and stay with them as long 
as the prospects of success are favorable. 

Indeed, the democratic situation becomes 
more complicated every day. The party 
realizes that it would never do to nominate 
Cleveland, and will not, but no one cares 
to venture a prediction as to who the nomi- 
nee will be. Gorman is looked upon as the 
most probable. ‘The Maryland convention 
will be the last to meet. By that time the 
situation will be more transparent, and if 
the Maryland senator sees any prospects of 
his being nominated the state will send a 
strong Gorman delegation to the conven- 
tion.

VIRGINIA’S PRESIDENTIAL DELEGATES. 


An Exciting Contest for Delegates to the 
State Convention. 

Richmond, Va., May 12.—(Special.)— 
The returns received by The Dispatch 
from eighty-two out of one hundred coun- 
ties and twelve out of the sixteen cities 
and towns in Virginia shows the dele- 
gates thus far elected to the state con- 
vention which meets here on the 19th to 
stand as follows, on the presidential ques- 
tion: Cleveland, 491; anti-Cleveland, 642; 
unknown, 114. This makes 1,247 out of 
the entire 1,650 delegates to constitute 
the body. 

The Election in Richmond. 

Richmond elected her ninety-eight del- 
egates to the state convention today, in 
the first viva voce primary held in this 
state for a number of years. There were 
only 5,184 votes cast, as against 9,286 in 
the municipal primary of a month ago, 
in which the secret ballot was employed. 
Sixty-four of the delegates are for Cleve- 
land as first choice, though not instructed, 
and thirty-four are anti-Cleveland and 
entirely unfettered. This makes the fight 
in this congressional] district very close. 
Of the delegates elected eighty-three are 
for Cleveland and sevénty-two anti-Cleve- 
land. There are thirty-three more to be 
chosen in three counties, which both sides 
claim. When the convention meets there 
will hardly be a difference of five. It takes 
ninety-five to conrtol the district. 

Control of the State Convention. 

The anti-Cleveland men claim that they 
will have control of the state convention, 
though the friends the ex-president 
express the confident ‘belief that he will 
enter the convention in the lead. 

Danville today elected ten aifiti-Cleve- 
land and two Cleveland candidates. Nor- 
folk elected thirty-four out of the thirty- 
five for Hill, insuring that district against 
Cleveland. This makes the figures stand 
about this way: Cleveland, 558; anti- 
Cleveland, 710; unknown, 114.

New York, May 12.—William Astor was 
buried today with little display and to- 
night an abstract of his will is made pub- 
lic by his lawyers. The William Astor es- 
tate has not, it is supposed, increased so 
rapidly as that of other branches of the 
family. It is, however, estimated at from 
thirty to fifty million dollars. The disposition 
of this great estate is that which had been 
expected. John Jacob Astor, the only 
son, receives the bulk of the proper- 
ty, either for life or as his abso- 
lute property. Half of the  Wil- 
liam B. Astor residuary estate which Wil- 
liam Astor held forgife is to go to the son.

Col- 
lier’s complaint was that the whole- 
sale grocers had formed a combination to 
control trade, and that he was forced to 
buy through local grocers because of an 
agreement of the members of the associa- 
tion that they would not buy from any 
manufacturer or dealer who sold to the 
retail trade, and that this caused the 
manufacturers to refuse to sell to him. 
He placed his damages at $25,000. Judge 
McAllister instructed the jury that the 
combination of 1883 and 1890 was un- 
authorized and illegal, for the reason 
that its tendency was to restrain injuri- 
ously the legitimate trade and commerce 
of the country; that if the plaintiff, Col- 
lier, had sustained actual damages in his 
business aS a consequence of the com- 
bination, he was entitled to recover. But 
the jury was instructed that the plaintiff 
was not entitled to recover simply because 
this combination was made. The founda- 
tion or gravamen of the plaintiff’s suit 
was the actual and special damages re- 
sulting for him. That, if the jury should 
find, from the evidence, that no actual 


damages had been sustained by the plain#‘ 


tiff, he could not recover, notwithstanding 
the combination. @ury was not satis- 
fied that there had be@p any actual dama- 
ges, and brought in a verdict for défend- 
ants. Another suit is in court to break up 
the alleged trust. 


A SECRET MARRIAGE OF FIVE YEARS, 


Ward McAllister, Jr., and Miss Garmony 
the Principals. 

Savannah, Ga., May 12.—(Special.)—A 
great social sensation is on tapis not only 
in Savannah, but throughout society wher- 
ever it is intermingled with the 400 of 
New York.

McAllister 
spent the winter of 1890 here and was «a 
visitor here during the social season prior to 
that. e relatives of Miss Garmany in- 
dignantly deny the story of the marriage 
tonight and would not accept the positive 
statements from New York as facts. They 
declined to give out any facts concerning 
the family.

Anniston, Ala., May 12.—(Special.)—A 
serious difficulty occurred in the cotton mills 
of the Anniston Manufacturing Company 
this morning, in which one young girl came 
near losing her life, and a half-dozen others 
sustained painful injuries. 

Jessie Pierce and Robbie Brown, two girls 
working in the factory, had a quarrel over 
some trivial matter and Jessie dealt Robbie 
a terrific blow on the head with her fist, 
felling her to the ground. She then jumped 
upon the prostrate girl and stamped her 
unmercifully. Mutual friends of the two 
girls interfered and a general row ensued, 
in which no less than a dozen of the girls 
participated. The superintendent came upon 
the scene and separated the belligerents be- 
fore any others were seriously injured. 

As a result of her injuries Robbie Brown 
is now in a critical condition and stands a 
very poor chance of recovering. 

Warrants were sworn out for the arrest 
of Jessie Pierce and a half-dozen others, 
and they will be held to await the termina- 
tion of Robbie Brown’s injuries.

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Washington County Citizens Manifest Theil 
Confidence in Dr. Roberts. 
From The Middle Georgia Progress. 

Nearly all of our readers are familiar with 
the sensational articles published in the daily 
papers two weeks ago concerning Dr. J. B. 
Roberts and the Sandersville postoffice. ‘These 
publications were instituted by a postoffice in- 
spector named Baird, for the purpose of ad- 
vertising himself and injuring Dr. Roberts so 
that he would be removed from office and a 
republican, or an applicant haying the endorse- 
ment of the republicans of this section, could 
be appointed. 

Noah Johnson, the ebony-hued republican 
leader of Washington county, who can neither 
read or write, has been endeavoring for some 
time to get the republican officials to appoint 
some one to be recommended by him, his 
object being to get a portion of the appointee’s 
salary, We have been informed that he 
worked the Tennille office in this way. Some 
of the white republicans have been beseeched 
to make a change in the postoffice here so 
their colored brothers could get some of the 
stuff which greases the wheels of commerce 
and also buys republican votes. When Baird 
learned that Dr. Roberts had shipped a 
package of stamps tuo Atlania he swooped 
down upon the information like a hungry 
hawk. He saw a chance to make a reputation 
for himself as a government officer. He made 
every inquiry possible to get evidence against 
Dr. Roberts, which he had a right to do, and 
then notified him to appear at Macon and 
stand an investigation on the charge of selling 
Stamps outside of his territory. Baird said 
this was a violation of the law. The assist- 
ant attorney general, whose opinion is worth 
considerably more than Baird's says that it is 
not a violation of the law which the following 
letter will show: 


“Postofiice Department,Office ThirdAssistan 
Postmaster General, Washington, DL. C., 
October 20, 15¥1.—John 8B. Koberts, Post- 
master, Sandersville, Washington County. 
Georgla—Dear Sir: Your letter of the 6th 
instant, addressed to the assistant attorney 
general, asking if a postmaster can sell 
stamps, etc., to a person residing in another 
county or state, thout violating any postal 
law, has been referred to this office. 

“In reply, you are informed that such a 
practice is not in violation of law, if it is car- 
ried on without solicitation on the part of the 
postinaster making such sales. luurs very 
respectfully, A.. D. HAZEN, 
“Third Assistant Postmaster General.” 


Neither are there any restrictions in the 
postoffice regulations to that effect, except 
the following: 

“Section 174.—Irreg'ar Sales and Misuse 
Forbidden. * . * No postmaster of 
any class, or other person connected with the 
postal service, entrusted with the sale or 
custody of postage stamps, stamped envelopes, 
or postal cards, shall use or dispose of them in 
the payment of debts or in the purchase of 
merchandise or other salable articles, or pledge 
or hypothecate the same, or sell or dispose of 
postage stamps or postal cards for any larger 
or less sum than the values indicated on their 
faces, or sell or dispose of stamped envelopes 
for a larger or less sum than is charged there- 
for by the postofice department for like 
quantities, or sell or dispose of stamps, 
stamped envelopes, or postal cards otherwise 
than as provided by law and the regulations 
of the postofiice department."’ 

(Punishment is tixed for violation of fore- 
goipg regulations.) 

Dr. Roberts went to Macon to have an of- 
ficial investigation of the case, and gave bond 
for his appearance on Monday of last week, at 
which time the case was again postponed 
until this week. 

Baird furnished the information published in 
<~ daily papers, and embellished it to suit his 
aims.

There is very 
good reason why the New York cotton 
exchange should protest most strenuously 
against any interference with this modern 
method of gambling. This exchange has 
been able to sell, on the current crop, 
20,000,000 bales of phantom cottén. Put- 
ting the profit of the manipulators at the 
modest rate of 1-8 of 1 cent, the aggre- 
gate is the comfortable sum of $12,500,- 
000. These enormous gains will not be 
surrendered without a struggle. 

In point of fact, every bale of this phan- 
tom cotton is a part of the supply thrust 
on consumers and has its effect on the 
price of the actual crop. The fight that 
the New York cotton exchange is making 
on the proposed anti-option bill is natural 
enough under the circumstances, yet some 
of the arguments made against it are 
as wild and as whirling as if they were 
the result of lunacy. The president of the 
exchange—mark that! the president—de- 
clares in his testimony before the house 
comunittee that the Washburn-Hatch anti- 
option bill “will affect the annual crop of 
cotton $350,000,000."

Lynchings in the South. 

We print elsewhere, from The St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat, a republican newspaper, 
the most sensible article we have seen 
from the other side on the subject of 
southern lynchings. It is rare indeed to 
see. so fair and impartial a discussion of 
the subject from a northern or republican 
point of view, and we may say of this 
article that, in dealing -with a branch 
of the subject which, because of igno- 
rance or prejudice, is usually ignored, it 
stands alone. It is not only a- sensible 
but a manly position for a republican 
editor to take, and the drift and tendency 
of the article warrant us in believing 
that the writer has a more intimate 
acquaintance with the situation in the 
south than the majority of his brethren. 

The subject is not a pleasing one to 
discuss. It provokes misgivings, and 
touches the blackest and most dangerous 
side of the negro problems. Northern edi- 
tors, democratic and republican, who flip- 
pantly condemn southern lynchings as 
simply the lawless and nurderous cli- 
maxes Of white prejudices against the 
negroes do not know what they are talk- 
ing about. The Globe-Democrat touches 
this part of the subject with a discretion 
and judgment that are admirable. 

But the real situation is much worse 
than that suggested by The Globe-Demo- 
crat. For a quarter of a century The Con- 
‘stitution has been demanding justice for 
the negro in the south; and during all 
that time it has been endeavoring to allay 
the prejudices of race. For awhile it stood 
practically alone, and it has had to bear 
the brunt of unfriendly criticism. But it 
has succeeded in what it set out to do. 
It has brought about a better feeling be- 
tween the two races, and it has cultivated 
a disposition among the whites to help 
the negroes forward by all reasonable 
methods and measures. 

Meanwhile there has been growing up 
among the negroes an element which is 
amenable to neither law or reason. The 
Constitution cannot and will not attempt 
to stand between the brutal element and 
the swift justice that is meted out to it 
as a penalty for its horrible crimes, 

Hereafter, when complacent northern 
editors proceed to denounce southern 
lynchings, let them restrain their gifted 
pens long enough to reflect over the situ- 
ation here. Society in the country dis- 
tricts is practically in a state of siege. 
Young girls cannot attend the neighbor- 
hood schools unless accompanied by a 
male escort; women who are left alone at 
home are in a constant state of terror— 
living in hourly apprehension of an attack 
by some wandering negro fiend. There is 
no peace or safety. Not all of these revolt- 
ing crimes are reported to the newspa- 
pers. Many that are reported are sup- 
pressed, especially when the brutes make 
good their escape. 3 

Let our northern friends reflect over 
this if they would be just to both sides. 
Yet, whether they refiect or not, society 
with such an element to fight as we have 
here, will always find swift and sure 
means of avenging itself. This is as true 
now as it was in the beginning, and it 
will remain true to the end.

Southern Lynchings. 
From The St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 

The fact that a number of negroes have 
lately been lynched in the south for out- 
rages upon white women is to be deplored in 
the sense that it is always better to let 
justice be enforced by regular means than 
to. resort to violent measures; but there is a 
peculiar atrocity in these cases which goes 
far to excuse the action of the lynchers, In 
all the list of crimes there is nothing more 
revolting than an offense of this kind; and it 
is no wonder that white men hasten to hang 
black ones who are guilty of it. The same 
quick and conclusive penalty should, un- 
doubtedly, be visited upen white offenders 
under like circumstances; but it is easy to 
understand why special indignation is 
aroused when a negro outrages a white 
woman. There are reasons why it is difficult 
for a community to be patient when such a 
deed is perpetrated; and it is useless to 
quarrel with the sentiment that endorses 
lynching when the law’s delay might pos- 
sibly defeat the ends of justice. Little con- 
sideration is due to the brute who does a 
woman the worst of wrongs. When he is 
known to be guilty, there is no room for 
sympathy or forgiveness. He ought to have 
a formal trial when it is convenient, but the 
fact that a trial is dispensed with does not 
imply that he deserves better treatment. 

It is well known that these outrages have 
increased in recent years; and it is probable 
that many occur which are never reported, 
the victims preferring to conceal their ter- 
rible shame. Frederick Douglass insists that 
negroes are often unjustly accused in the 
matter, and that race prejudice condemns 
them without a fair hearing. “It is not 
true,"” he declares, “that colored men are 
ravishers of women and children,”’ and he 
points to the fact that during the war, when 
the white men were mostly away from home, 
such outrages were unknown. But the negroes 
of the present are not. the negroes of the 
past, Mr. should ‘recollect. The 
new generation differs from the old one in 
many respects, and this tendency to criminal 
assaults upon white women is one of the 
marked changes. There can be no doubt 
about the facts, for they are fully authenti- 
cated. It is not at all likely that an innocent 
person has ever been lynched for this form of 
crime. The people are always well satisfied 
that they have caught the right man, and 
in most instances a confession precedes the 
hanging. Mr. Douglass is not to be blamed 
for defending his race, but he is greatly 
mistaken if he thinks he can make the 
country believe that respectable white women

While 
he was showing it Stocks interrupted him 
and Cassin said he “would punch him in 
the neck and learn him some sense.” °° 

Mr. Thomas C. Dodd was the next wit- 
ness.

Rome, Ga., May 12.—(Special.)—It trans- 
pires that the wreck on the north-bound 
passenger train on the Georgia division of 
the East Tennessee road, just below Silver 
creek yesterday, is more serious than was 
at first N= oh . Passengers on the train 
say the high rate of speed at which the 
train was running caused the track tw 
move at a curve on the hillside just be- 
yond the trestles over two brooklets 
three hundred yards below where the East 
Tennessee bridge crosses Silver creek. 

The rear of the tender of the engine, the 
sleeper and the passenger coach next to it 
Were d@ailed and turned over against the 
embankment on the east side of the road. 

Those injured are: Mr. C. M. McMahan, 
of Chicago, fractured cavicle, two ribs in 
the right side broken, two scalp wounds 
and slight bruises, 

Mr. Richards, of Chicago, wound on the 
left side and several sight bruises. 

Miss Richards, of Chicago,. an invalid 
daughter of the foregoing, was Rhocked and 
is suffering from nervous prostration. 

Conductor W. C. Cole, of Atlanta, re- 
rte & sprained ankle and a few 


A Pullman porter, several painful bruises. 

Several others were badly shaken up 
but no other serious injuries were received. 

The train left Seney on time, with En- 
gineer Watters, of Atlanta, at the throt- 
tle, and was making good time when it 
jumped the track. 

The cars turned over against the hill east 
of the road, and were parly buried in the 
earth. 

A Tribune reporter visited the scene of 
the ‘wreck, and found that the train, in 
turning the curve had moved both tracks, 
crossties and all, more than two feet for 
some distance, and when it had moved 
as far as the force of the train would push 
it, the cars jumped and turned over. The 
passengers were all thrown over in a pile, 
and there were screams and much excite- 
ment, as the coaches were well filled. 
wounded were gotten out and made as 
comfortable as possible. A telegrapher 
was sent for and he cut the wires and 
telegraphed to Rome for a train. 

It was not known at the train dispatch- 
er's office in East Rome what was the mat- 
ter, until 5:30 o’clock, as the train was not 
heard from after it left Seney until the 


station was cut in at the wreck. The rear 


of the engine was put on the track and it 
ran to Rome. A train with Agent T. C. 
Smith and others on board was sent out 
and the wounded were brought in at 8 
o'clock. They were carried to the Arm- 
strong hotel where Mr. and Mrs. McMa- 
han were given room No. 106: Mr. Richards 
and daughter No. 107, and Conductor Coie 
was assigned to No. 222, 

Dr. Garlington and Dr. Lindsay Johnson 
were at the hotel, and as soon as_ the 
wounded were carried to their room they 
begun work and in a short time had all of 
the wounds nicely dressed. 

At 12:30 o’clock the physicians left the 
hotel and all of the wounded were resting 
well. None of the wounds will prove fa- 
tal, though it will be several days before 
the Chicago party can travel. These par- 
ties are tourists and have been spending 
the winter at Thomasville, and were re- 
turning home. 

Mr. McMahan was thrown from one side 
of a Pullman car through the window on 
the other. 

The wrecking force was at once sent to 
the scene, and the track was soon cleared 
and the Atlanta train passed south at 3 
o'clock this morning.

Who Finally Is Forced to Pay the Pen- 
alty of His Crimes—The Incidents 
of His Arrest and Trial. 


Waycross,Ga.,May 12.—(Special.)—Elijah 
Cheavers will be hanged here tomorrow at 
12 o'clock 

In November, 1890, the commissary of 
W. P. Lee, near Fort Mudge, Ga., was 
broken into and rifled. The evening be- 
fore this Elijah Cheavers had stopped at 
the house of Berrien Thornton, a white 
man, living in that neighborhood. He 
acted in such a suspicious manner that it 
attracted Thornton’s attention. As soon 
as Thornton heard that Lee’s commisary 
had been broken into, he concluded at once 
that Cheavers was the man. In order to 
get a reward of $25 which Mr. Lee had of- 


fered for the thief, he made inquiry and- 


found out that Cheavers was at “Old 
Nine,” in the suburbs of Waycross. He 
came to Waycross and notified the sheriff, 
who deputized H. A. Culpepper, a young 
white man, to go and make the arrest. 
Culpepper was accompanied by Berrien 
Thornton and Henry Young. As soon as 
they arrived at “Old Nine,” Thornton point- 
ed Cheavers out to Culpepper. Cheavers, 
suspecting that they had come to arrest 
him, ran out of one house into another. 
Culpepper stepped up and told him to con- 
sider himself under arrest. Cheavers re- 
plied: “All right, read the warrant to me.”’ 
Culpepper took it out, and as he was about 
to read it Cheavers fired through a crack 


in the door. Culpepper fell to the ground. . 


Cheavers then jumped out of the door 
snapping the rifle at Thornton and Young 
as he escaped to the woods. The murder 
of Mr. Culpepper spread everywhere, and 
a large body of men started in pursuit of 
Cheavers, but failed to find him. An in- 
nocent negro, who acted very suspiciously, 
and who resembled Cheavers very much 
was met up with. He became frightened 
at the crowd and commenced running. The 
leader of the posse called out to him two 
or three times to halt. He failed to do so, 
and the crowd fired into him. He was 
brought to Waycross, where he died shortly 
afterward. Cheavers remained at large 
for a number of months. He was finally 
captured at Valdosta, Ga., by W Cor- 
bett and Leyi Presley. He was first_tried 
and convicted at the spring term of Ware 
superior court, 1891, and sentenced to be 
hanged on the 22d of the following May: 
His counsel obtained a stay of. execution. 
His case came up the second time before 
an adjourned term of the superior court 
and he was refused a new trial. His coun- 
sel then appealed to the supreme court 
which passed finally upon the case, sustain- 
ing the decision of the lower court.

Mr. Joline was followed by Judge H. B.

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Passengers Badly Shaken Up, but No Lives

creek yesterday, is more serious than was 
at first reported. Passengers on the train 
say the high rate of speed at which the 
train was running caused the track w 
move at a curve on the hillside just be- 
yond the trestles over two brooklets 
three hundred yards below where the East 
Tennessee bridge crosses Silver creek. 

The rear of the tender of the engine, the 
sleeper and the passenger coach next to it 
were d@ailed and turned over against the 
embankment on the east side of the road. 

Those injured are: Mr. C. M. McMahan, 
of Chicago, fractured cavicle, two ribs in 
the right side broken, two scalp wounds 
and slight bruises. 

Mr. Richards, of Chicago, wound on the 
left side and several s ight bruises.

Conductor W. C. Cole, of Atlanta, re- 
ceived a sprained ankle and a few 
bruises.

The rear 
of the engine was put on the track and it 
ran to Rome. A train with Agent T. C. 
Smith and others on board was sent out 
and the wounded were brought in at 8 
o'clock. They were carried to the Arm- 
strong hotel where Mr. and Mrs. McMa- 
han were given room No. 106: Mr. Richards 
and daughter No. 107, and Conductor Coie 
was assigned to No. 2 

Dr. Garlington and Dr. Lindsay Johnson 
were at the hotel, and as soon as _ the 
wounded were carried to their room they 
begun work and in a short time had all of 
the wounds nicely dressed. 

At 12:50 o’clock the physicians left the 
hotel and all of the wounded were resting 
well. None of the wounds will prove fa- 
tal, though it will be several days before 
the Chicago party can travel. These par- 
ties are tourists and have been spending 
the winter at Thomasville, and were re- 
turning home.

As High as the Law Demands in 
Waycross Today. 


A MAN OF MANY STRANGE ESCAPES, 


Who Finally Is Forced to Pay the Pen- 
alty of His Crimes—The Incidents 
of His Arrest and Trial. 


Waycross,Ga.,May 12.—(Special.)—Elijah 
Cheavers will be hanged here tomorrow at 
12 o'clock. 

In November, 1890, the commissary of 
W. P. Lee, near Fort Mudge, Ga., was 
broken into and rifled. The evening be- 
fore this Elijah Cheavers had stopped at 
the house of Berrien Thornton, a white 
man, living in that neighborhood. | He 


attracted Thornton’s attention. As soon 
as Thornton heard that. Lee’s commisary 
had been broken into, he concluded at once 
that Cheavers was the man. In order to 
get a reward of $25 which Mr. Lee had of- 


found out that Cheavers was at “Old 
Nine,” in the suburbs of Waycross. He 
came to Waycross and notified the sheriff, 
who deputized H. A. Culpepper, a young 
white man, to go and make the arrest. 
Culpepper was accompanied by Berrien 
Thornton and Henry Young. As soon as 
they arrived at “Old Nine,” Thornton point- 
ed Cheavers out to Culpepper.. Cheavers, 
suspecting that they had come to arrest 
him, ran out of one house into another. 
Culpepper stepped up and told him to con- 
sider himself under arrest. Cheavers re- 
plied: “All right, read the warrant to me.” 
Culpepper took it out, and as he was about 
to read it Cheavers fired through a crack 
in the door. Culpepper fell to the ground. 
Cheavers then jumped out of the door 
snapping the rifle at Thornton and Young 
as he escaped to the woods. The murder 
of Mr. Culpepper spread everywhere, and 
a large body of men started in pursuit of 
Cheavers, but failed to find him. ,An in- 
nocent negro, who acted very suspiciously, 
and who resembled Cheavers very much 
was met up with. He became frightened 
at the crowd and commenced running. The 
leader of the posse called out to him two 
or three times to halt. He failed to do so, 
and the crowd fired into him. He was 
brought to Waycross, where he died shortly 
afterward. heavers remained at large 
for a number of months. He was finally 
captured at Valdosta, Ga., by W. P. Cor- 
bett and Leyi Presley. He was first tried 
and convicted at the spring term of Ware 
superior court, 1891, and sentenced to be 
hanged on the 22d of the following May. 
His counsel obtained a stay of execution. 
His case came up the second time before 
an adjourned term of the superior court 
and he was refused a new trial. His coun- 
sel then appealed to the supreme court 
which passed finally upon the case, sustain- 
ing the decision of the lower court.
